He DeflUres Hi* luaoceuee In Tonei 


Quiverlug With Emotion. 


Rennes, France. Aug. 8.—Ye«terdaj; 


afternoon's session of the trial of Capt. 
Alfred Dreyfus was productive' of 
some dramatic Jaddouts and affecting 
scenes. 


"I am Innocent!" he cried iu tones 


that quivered with emotion when ask- 
ed by Col. Jouaust If he had written 
tlie famous "bordereau'' oil which he 
was convicted. 


A terrible scene occurred when Drey- 


fus was shown the document. The 
prisoner, In a voice scarcely human, 
declared his innocence la vehement 
terms. 


Finally he broke iuto sobs and cried, 


"Five years; the galleys! My wife! 
My children! My God! I am Inno- 
cent!" 


Tho \ile Esterlmzy was not present 


In court and the Judges decided they 
did not want him. 


Dreyfus declared he did not know 


Du Paty de Clam; that he never visit- 
ed Brussels; never talked with German 
officers In Alsace or asked Indiscreet 
questions of high French officers. 


Dreyfus also declared in most em- 


phatic terms that he had never con- 
fessed to Du Paty de Clam. 


When asked if he had 
confessed 


Dreyfus raised hln white-gloved hand 
to heaven aud shrieked: 
"It is iniquitous to condemn an In- 


nocent man! I never confessed any- 
thing! Never! Never! 


Dreyfus's earnestness and his broken- 
hearted utterance', iu response to ques- 
tions aroused the sympathy o? every 
person In the room to the fullest de- 
gree, and the eyes of the prisoner were 
not by any means the only ones that 
were filled with tears. 


Court opened promptly on time this 


morning and the trial proceeded from 
the point reached before adjournment 
last evening.

"America knows what she owes to 


France and she is far from ready to 
deny the obligation. If she was capa- 
ble of such a misunderstanding of her 
first duties she would have in need de- 
generated. She would be also lost for 
the future as she would have become 
absolutely incapable of any interna- 
tional friendship."

visited the French naval contingent 
here in 1782, coming from Hartford and 
by way of Audover, Haverhill and 
Exeter. Hid reference to this commo- 
dious harbor and its then unimproved 
advantages were included in his follow- 
ing official correspondence: 


"The following are the ideas which I 


liad au opportunity of acquiring rela- 
tive to the town of Portsmouth. It was 
iu'a pretty flourishing state before tae 
war, and carried on the trade of ship- 
timber and salt fish. It is easy te con- 
ceive that this commerce must have 
greatly suffered since the commence- 
ment of the troubles, but notwith- 
standing, Portsmouth is. perhaps of 
all the American towns, that which will 
jain tbe most by the present [Kevolu- 
ionary] war! 


"There is every appearance of its be- 


coming to New England, what the other 
Portsmouth is to the Old; that is to 
say, that this place will be made choice 
of as the depot of the continenj^il ma 
rine! 


"The access to the harbor is easy, 


the road [roadstead] immense, 
and 


there are seven fathoms ol water as far 
up as two miles above the town; add to 
this, that notwithstanding its northern 
situation, the liarbor of Portsmouth is 
never frozen, an advantage arising from 
the rapidity of the current!" 


The foregoing is au object lesson for 


the benefit of a few fresh specimens o 
poorly informed, inland newspaper at 
taches w ho have dared to demonstrate 
their ignorance by assuming to com 
pare the depth of the harbor at Boston 
with that of the Piscataqua river and 
its ample and bounteous depths for 
miles away from the sea. It is within 
the bounds of probability that these 
sporadic exudations of a dense and 
ilabby consciousness would feel it in- 
cumbent upon them to taste of the -wa- 
ters of the Piscataqua ere deciding that 
they were salt and buoyant! 


These waters, rushing, boiling, surg- 


ing and cleansing their pathway to and 
from the sea, cannot be diverted from 
their task! They have been at it for 
century upon century, indomitable in 
flood or ebb,'creating a channel out of 
solid,, rock, polishing impeding rocks 
weighing tons, or wearing them to sea- 
sand. Within this nation's bounds no 
other such phenomenal and navigable 
waterway is existent. It may be pos- 
sible that a century or moie of such 
incessant rushing 
and indisputable 


force along the mudflats of Boston har 
bor might eventually find other than a 
muddy and sticky bottom—but Boston 
has no reservoir like Great bay, Co- 
checo, Back and Berwick rivers—no 
forceful and dominant River Piscata- 
qua!

••Landing party commanded by Bn- 


sipn K. L. Blssett, encountered resist- 
ance. Js'o casualty in our party. Loss 
in killed, one officer and one man to 
the enemy. Diego Maualo, chief of the 
Balahac Moros, was killed. Seven tak- 
en prisoners; two escaped. 


"Chief of the party was very un- 


popular with the people of Balabac, 
Philippine Islands, owing to the fear 
of him. Light has been restored. Ma- 
nila has lauded force. Charleston is 
on her way to Balabac. Will render 
all assistance possible. 
WATSON." 


Balnbac Is the extreme Southwestern 


Island of Ihe Philippine archipelago, 
south of Palawan, and command!* the 
Strait of Balabac, which is a great 
commercial highway. 


Cavalry for Manila. 


Washington. Aug. 8.— Troops A, D 


nnd M, Third Cavalry have left Fort 
Meyer, V.-i., for Seattle, en route to 
Manila. Troops 1) and A left on the 
Vemirtylvnnia Uailroad. Troop M goes 
over the Baltimore, nnd Ohio to Chi- 
ciigo, where it will be. joined by flic 
other commands. 


Five other troops of the Third from 


Fort Ethan Allen will join the com- 
mand at Seattle. The mounts for the 
cavalrymen accompany them in stock 
cars ppecitilly arranged for the pur- 
pose. 


Bloro Fever at Santiago.

Refitting Manila Transports. 


San Francisco, Aug. 8.— The trans- 


port Hancock is at the Union Iron 
Works undergoing extensive repairs. 
Rho is being entirely overhauled and 
is to be fitted up similar to the Grant 
and Sherman. The repairs will cost 
about 3C>0,000. 


The hospital ship Relief is also to be 


repaired at an expense of $30,000. 
When completed these vessels will be 
the finest of the transport fleet. 


Big Philippine Army. 


Washington, Aug. 8.— A statement 


prepared at 
the War 
Department 


shows that by the 22d of October there 
will be nt Manila or on the way to 
the Philippines 4(!.000 men. They will 
all reach the islands before the be- 
ginning of the dry season. 


Trying to Settle Smelter Strike. 
Denver, Col., Ang. S.— Another at- 


tempt to settle the smelter trouble in 
the interest of the managers is to be 
made at Pueblo. A representative of 
union men who .are willing to return to 
work under the manager^- schedule of 
wages ,and conditions, ha« gone to 
Pueblo to sec what can be done to- 
ward getting the men there at work. 
The men in favor of retufhing to work 
argue that after the mills resume an 
effort to get an increased scale of 
•wages can be made with better chance 
of success. This idea, it is said, has 
been advanced by one of the smelter 
managers.

Mr. James O. Caution, of the Fourth 


National BauU, recently preached uu 
mffectiug afternoon sermon on the cul- 
pable neglect of well-to-do persons to 
j.ay their bills. He rallied his voice iu 
behalf of the butcher, the grocer, the 
dressmaker, the doctor, the dentist, the 
local tradesman-—of all who supply our 
daily needs and keep the household 
wheels turning. 
Hu said that the 


prompt payment of obligations to such 
creditors was a duty that was scan- 
dalously neglected, to the derangement 
of business, to the distress of individ- 
uals and the detriment of the whole 
community. 


Persons who hadn't the money to 


pay tfaclr honest debts he Borrowed 
for, 
but persons who had the money 


and didn't pay lie denounced. He told 
o£ the dressmaker who tried to throw 
herself under the elevated train be- 
cause she couldn't pay her bills, and 
who turned out to have more money 
due her than she owed. He told of the 
gi'ocer iu a. small way who failed, hav- 
ing $5,000 due him from a family that 
lived on Fifth Avenue. He told of the 
fashionable dame who ewed her dress- 
maker $150, paid $50 on account And 
went to Europe, leaving the balance 
until fall and leaving the dressmaker 
to distressful shifts meantime. 
He 


told also of the physician whose bill 
went unpaid so very long that at last 
he remonstrated, and the lady told him 
that she had had the money for it three 
times from her husband, but had put 
it each time to other uses.

It is significant that the 
press hardly passes any comments on 
the conduct of the- man who laid the 
information against one whose hospi- 
tality he was enjoying. 
t In another recent case the Informer 
was less successful. A workman had 
bought himself a planter bust of the 
Emperor, as is the duty of every good 
citizen. Unfortunately, on the way to 
his home he let it fall. Not unnatural- 
ly, he gave vent to his feelings of sor- 
row and anno.Mince in such expres- 
sions as fall most easily from the lips 
of his class. A student who overheard 
him at once felt impelled to call in Ihc 
police to nrrest the delinquent. The 
police officer, however, took the very 
sensible and natural view that the la- 
borer was railing at the fact that his 
bust of the Emperor had been broken 
and not at the Emperor, while a 
public-spirited bystander subsequently 
administered corporal chastisement to 
tbc over-zealous champion of mon- 
archical sacro-sanctity.

There is oo system of trolleys 
n the world so complex as that which 
iterally cuts eastern Massachusetts into 
ive mile lots and lays bare historic and 
iterary New England as nothing else 
but the bicycle has yel done. One of 
he outgrowths of the trolley facilities 
s the historical pilgrimage. Parties of 
chool girls or boys and many older peo- 
ple start ou a two or three days' tour via 
rollej to scenes of the lljvolution or 
early New England days. Others do 
Whittier's life from birth to the grave, 
via trolley. 


Two women have just reached Watch 


Hill, B.I.,after what they say is the most
